EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel the claims which were withdrawn without traverse, Claims 11-19. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art fails to teach or suggest a fuel composition comprising a 
medium substantially free of or free of sulfur which comprises a solvent that is aliphatic, 
and has a flashpoint of about 120 C or higher, wherein the medium is combined with a 
detergent/dispersant additive which is the reaction product of a polyisobutylene 
substituted acylating agent and an amine wherein the polyisobutylene has a number 
average molecular weight of about 300 to about 5000. 

3. WO 02/102942 teaches a fuel composition wherein the detergent may be 
admixed with a solvent, but WO does not provide any guidance with respect to the 
sulfur content of the medium nor the flashpoint. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
